1 . In view of the papers filed 29 August 2008 (which by their filing render moot the 
need to review the Petition for Waiver of the Requirements of 37 USC 1.48(a) of 27 
August 2008 and the accompanying Declaration of Jarom D. Kesler), it has been found 
that this nonprovisional application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, 
improperly set forth the inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been 
corrected in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(a). The inventorship of this application has 
been changed by deleting Ibrahim M. Elfadel, Rex J. McCarthy, and Robert A. Smith. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of Office records to 
reflect the inventorship as corrected. 

2. The Affidavit filed on 27 August 2008 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Swedlow et al. reference. 

3. Although previously considered, copies of the 1449s associated with the IDSs 
filed 9/30/03 and 8/31/05 have been included for completeness of Applicant's records, 
as the notation "date unknown" has been added to certain of the listed documents. 

4. Applicant correctly notes in the first paragraph of the Remarks filed 8/27/08 that 
the claims addressed in the Final rejection mailed 2/27/08 were inconsistent with the 
claims pending in the case, per the amendment of 1 1/9/07. Examiner hereby notes that 
claims 47 - 55 should have been indicated as allowed in the Final rejection, and that 
claims 47 - 55 remain allowable for the reasons of record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As noted in 
paragraph 2 above, Applicant has removed the Swedlow et al. reference as prior art.

Further, none of the prior art teaches or suggests a method or monitor that includes 
steps or elements for determining an indication of correlation between at least two 
signals and based on the indication either a) determining whether to include one or 
more signals in a determination of a physiological characteristic, b) conducting an 
evaluation of whether processing one or more intensity signals will result in an accurate 
determination of a physiological characteristic, or c) determining a reliability of the 
intensity signals for use in determination of a physiological characteristic, in combination 
with the other claimed steps or elements.
